RETREAT IS MADE PERILOUS

LONDON, June 24, 11:55 a. m.—With the exception of a small

The most radical departure from political habit is

The idea 
is for the municipality to seek and find a competent 
administrator after the manner of a railroad company 
or other large corporate organization. It is not a bad 
idea regarded apart from our traditions, our habits, 
our political propensities. But will the public accept it? 
Will tve, as a community, give over to some profes- 
sional administrator, local or imported, the large powers 
assigned by Mr. Requa's plan? Frankly, The Tribune 
doubts it. 


Of the plan as a whole, it is to be said that, like 


many another ideal project, it counts upon conditions 
which may or may not be existent. The city manager 
plan works well in countries and communities accus- 
tomed to centralized and autocratic methods in govern- 
ment In Geroany nobody questions the system. In 
England, though less assured in its authority, it has 
made notable achievements. In time, we may come to 
it—probably we shall. 
But it will take evidence TO 


convince The Tribune that the people of Oakland are 
ready to abandon tbe representative system with all its 
obvious- faults, for a system founded in a principle 
marked throughout by the purpose of^ doing not so 
much what the people want as what may be good for 
them.
